Thus, my Lords, it is evident, 
that the former Infults, as well as 
prefent Obftinacy of Spain, are en- 
tirely owing to the weak and pufil- 
lanimous’ Conduét of our Minitters, 
and the Approbation their’ Conduct 
has hitherto met with from Parlia- 
‘ment; and as to the ambitious Pro- 
jets of France, have we not for 
twenty Years paft rather affifted 
than oppofed that afpiring Crown 
in all her ambitious Projects? Was 
not this the very Defign of the 
Treaty of Hanover, and of all the 
Meafures we took in Purfuance of 


‘that Treaty? The French were mott 


juftly alarmed at the Alliance con- 
cluded between the Courts of Vienna 
and Madrid in the Year 1725. They 
refolved to break that Alliance, if 
poflible, to punith Spain for enter- 
ing into fuch an Alliance, and to 
create a new Quarrel between Spain 
and the Emperor; and for all thefe 
three Purpofes they made ufe of us 
as the Cat’s Paw, without putting 
themfelves to any Expente, or ex- 
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C wards undertake ; 


gainft the Emperor, for oppofing 
them in this Projeét, we gave no 
Affiftance to our antient and moft 
natural Ally, nor took any proper 
Meatfures for oppofing the ambitious 
Projeéts then fet on Foot by France, 


A by which Means a very great Addi- 


tion was made to the Power of the 
Houle of Bourbon, the Power of the 
Houfe of Auffria was very much 
diffinifhed, and that Alliance dif- 
folved (I mean that between the 
Emperor and us) which had long 


B been the Scourge and the Terror of 


France. 

But this, my Lords, was not all ; 
for from this Mifcondué of our Mi- 
nifters, the French faw, they had 
nothing to fear from us itz .ny am- 
bitious Projeé&t they miguc after- 
and the other 
Powers of Europe had the Mortifi- 
cation to fee, that no Confederacy 
could be formed againft France and 
her Allies, becaufe they defpaired

Parliament. 

At this Crifis, my Lords, to the 
Misfortune of Europe, the Emperor 
happened to die, and France being 
thus in no Dread of any Hindrance 


poling themfelves to any Danger. E from us, fhe begin to form thofe 


When the late King of Poland be- 
£2n to approach towards his latter 
End, the French refolved to have 
their King’s Father-in-law chofen 
King of Poland: In this Projett too, 
if we are not very much belyed, 
we aflited them with our Intereft in 
that Kingdom; and as the Inftruc- 
tons to our Minifter then in Poland 
Were refufed to be laid before Par- 
lament, it in fome Meafure con- 
firmed the Sufpicion; but as no 


Proof of this Faét has hitherto ap- 


peared, I fhall not pretend to be po- 
itive upon this Head. One Thing, 


however, I am certain of, that 
When the French declared War a- 


ambitious Defigns, which fhe is 
now carrying into Execution; from 
whence it is apparent, that the pre- 
fent ambitious Projects of France are 
not owing to our domeftick Divi- 
fions, but to the weak Meafures pur- 


F fued by our Minifters, and the Ap- 


probation thofe Meafures have al- 
ways met with from Parliament. If 
the Parliament had but twoYears a 

re{amed its antient Spirit, and made 
a ftrict and impartial Inquiry into 
the late Conduét of our Minifters, 


G the Confequence might perhaps have 


been fatal to fome of them, but it 
would have been nappy for this Na- 
tion and for Europe, becaufe it would 


have 
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have produced a thorough Change 
in the Management of our publick 
Affairs : This would have reconcil'’d 


to us the Confidence of our antient 
and natural Allies, and revived the 
drooping Spirits of thofe Princes 
and States, whofe Intereft it is, as 
much: as ours, to oppofe the ambi- 
tious Projeéts of France; and this 
would have prevented that afpiring 
Nation from difturbing the Tran- 
quillity of Europe, or attempting to 
prefcribe Limits to our warlike O- 
perations againft our declared Ene- 
my; and the Court of Spain bein 
deprived of the Hopes they had 
from our Mifconduét, as well as the 
Proteétion they depended ‘on from 
France, their Obftinacy would, be- 
fore this Time, have been converted 
into the moft humble Submifiion. 
Thefe, I fay, my Lords, would 
have been the Confequences, had

‘But how did they fet about it? They 
contrived the Story of the fecret 
Articles ; for that this was a French 

Uuu - Con-

any Nation, it was believed, or pre- 
tended to be believed by our Mini- 
ftet, and was made the Foundation

In Cafe of an Attack from 
France or Holland, the Emperor was 
a proper enough Ally for Spain; but 
in Cafe of an Attack from us, he 
could give them no Affiflance; and 
therefore the French Court found it 
neceflary to perfuade us to attack 
Spain, which they got us to do under 
Pretence of preferving the Tranquil- 
lity of Europe, tho’ it was not then

Ddoms, not pofiefs them, what he 
principally aim’d at, as the Fruit of 
his Victories: But as Ce/ar fludy’d 
only the Excellencies of Alexander, 
Charles was enamour’d even with

E fervile Copy, fo if Alexander was 
rafh, Charles was Rafhnefs itfelf ; 
which he carried to fuch an Extre- 
mity, that while in the Field, fcarce 
any Thing lefs than a continual Se- 
ries of Miracles could have prefer- 
ved him from Day to Day.

ELIGION, without the Cor- 

ruption of Impofture, never 
banifhes Reafon, or imbitters the 
Heart ; on the contrary, it improves 
and enlarges the Faculties of Men,

Frederica in Georgia, Fuly 8, General Ogee- 
thorpe arrived here on the 6th by Day-break, 
without the Lofs of a Man, having brought 
up all the Wounded on his Horfes. He im- 
mediately gave Orders for the Defence of this 
Place, and having fent out Scouts on all 
Sides, and fupply'd the broken and loft Arms, 
&c. order’d all the Companies to be paraded. 
On the Afternoon of the fame Day the Crees 
Indians brought in 5 Spanifh Privateers. On 
the 7th, the Rangers who had been on the 
Scout, came in, being purfued by the Spani- 
ards, and gave an Actount, that the Enemy 
was within a Mile of this Place, where they 
had kill’d one of our People. The General 
thereupon jeap’d on the firft Horfe, and im- 
mediately march’d the Highland Company, 
who were then under Arms, and order’d 60 
from the Guard to follow: He himéelf gal- 
lop’d with the Indians to the Place, which 
was juft within the Woods, about a Mile 
from hence, where he found Capt. Sedafiam 
Santio and Capte Mageleeto, with 120 Spanifh 
Troops and 4.5 Spami/b Indians. Capt. Grey 
with his Chickefaus, Capt. ones with his To- 
mobetus, and Tooancbowi with his Creeks, and 
the General with 6 Highland Men, who out- 
ran the reft, immediately charged theme 
Capt. Magelecto was kill’d, Capt. Sebafian 
Santio taken, and the Spaniards iatirely de- 
feated. The General took two Spaniards 
with his own Hands. Capt. Mageleeto having 
fhot Tooancbowi in bis Right Arm, as he 
rufh’d upon him, the latter drawing his Piftol 
with his Left Hand, fhot him through the 
Head. The Geaeral purfued the Spaniards 
for near a Mile, and halted at an advanta- 
gious Piece of Ground, till the Guard came 
up, whea he pofted the Highlanders on the 
Right, and the Guard upon the Left of the 
Road, concealed in a Wood, with a large Sa- 
vannah or Meadow in their Front, over which 
the Spaniards muft pafs ta came to Frederica, 
After that he return’d, and order'd the Re- 
giment, Rangers, and Companies of Boat- 
men to march: Whilft they were preparing, 
we heard Platoons firing: The General im- 
mediately got on Horfeback, and riding that 
Way, met three Platoons on the Left com 
ing back in great Diforder, who gave him an 
Account, they had been broken by the Spa- 
niards, who were extremely numerous ; not- 
withftanding which he rallied them, and he 
himéfelf rode on, and to his great Satisfaction, 
found that Licut. Suther/and, andthe Platoon 
of the Regiment under his Command, and 
Lieut. Mackay with the Highlanders, had in- 
tirely defeated the Enemy, who confifted of 
300 Men. Don Antonio Barbara, who com- 
manded them, was made Prifoner, but mor- 
tally wounded ; they alfo took feveral of the 
Grenadiers and the Drum. The General 
then ordered all the Troops te march from 
Frederica 
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Frederica to hitm, and as foon as they arrived, 
porfued the Enemy with them four Miles. 
In the two AGtions there were one Captain, 
one Carporal, and 16 Spamiards taken, and 
zbout 150 killed: The reft are difperfed in 
the Woods ; for the General halted al! Night 
at a Pais thro” the Marthes, over which they 
mouft go in Return to their Camp, and there- 
by intercepted them. The Indians are out, 
hunting after them ia the Woods, and every 
Hoor bring in Scalps. 

Fuly 9. Before Day-break the General ad- 
vances with a Party of Indians to the Spanifh 
Camp at St. Simon's, and found them all re- 
thed into the Ruins of the Fort, under the 
Cannon of their Men of War; upon which 
he return’é hither, and about the fame Time 
a Party which he had drawn from Fort Wil- 
lam arrived, notwithftanding the Spanifh 
Fleet lies between ts to cut us off from that 
Place. -

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between Detachments from the two Armies, 
On the 22d Marthal Maillebois received a Let- 
ter from Marthal Brogho with anAccount, that 
Prague was intirely free, and that the Gari- 
fon had again poffeffed themfelves of Melnick, 
and fome other Places in the Neighiour- 
hood ; and by another Letter, he had foon 
after an Account, that Martha] Broglie had 
marched with 12,000 Men from Pragur, 
and was arrived in the Circle of Leutmaritz, 
whereupon he decamped on the 24th in the 
Evening, marched ali Night, and on the 
26th arrived with his Army near Egra, 
from whence he marched to Cbu/lm, in order 
to facilitate his being joined by Marthal Brog- 
lio: For preventing this, the Auffrian Army 
marched as faft as poffible after the other, 
and at laft arrived at Saatz, whereby it got 
between the two French Armies, and rary 
rendered their Junétion impraficable ; 
that Maillebots finding his Defign defeated 
returned with his Army towards Egra, a 
left his Friend Broglio to return to his old Poft 
at Prague, if he could, 

As the French found it praéticable to pre- 
vent their being forced to a general Engage- 
ment in Bobemma, Marthal Seckendorff, with 
all the Bawarian and a Detachment of French 
Troops, was fent towards Bavaria, and ha- 
ving pa‘led the Danube at Keilbeim, about the 
Middle of laft Month, he furprifed the For- 
trefis of Landfbut upon the 23d, and carried 
it Sword in Hand, the Garifon being made 
Prifoners of War; after which he marched 
dire@tly to Munich, As General Berenclas 
had not a fufficient Army to oppofe him. he 
retired from Munich apon the 24th at Night, 
and marched towards Peffaw with the Body 
of Auftrian Troops under his Command, but 
took Care to almoft every Thing that 
was valuable at along with him, 
Marthal Sechendorff took P.ffcffion of Munich 
next Day, and chen marched in Pu: fuie of 
the Auftriars; but Berenclau took fuch Care, 
that he fufferes very little, befides the Lofe 
of a few Te. in his Retreat ; and pro- 
bably Marfhal Sechendorff muft {oon retreat in 
bis Turn; for before the Eod of the Month, 
Count Kevenbuller was ordered, with a large 
Detachment from the Auffian Army, to 
march into Bavaria, and as General Beren- 
claw has fince received feveral Reinforce- 
ments, the Aufirian Army io that Fle*to- 
rate, will foon be agaia fuperior to the French 
and Bavariens under Martha! Seckendorff. 

The Affairs of Italy have taken a new, 
tho’ not an unexpeéted Turn, fince our laft, 
The King of Serdima having, with about 
16000 of his moft choice Troops advanced 
into Sees, and approached near to the Spa- 
nifb Army under Don Philp, a few Skir- 
mithes happened between {mal] Parties from 
the two Armies, in which the Sardinian 
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Troops had generally the Advantage, which 
convinced the Spanif> Don and h's Council of 
War, that it would not be fafe for them to 
rifk a general Engagement, and therefore 
they retired out of Savy with more Precipi- 
tation than they entered. Upon his Sardi- 
mian Majefty’s returning from the Ecclefi- 
aftical State, as mentioned in our laft, the 
Apanifh Army there refumed their Courage, 
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notwithftanding their being forfaken 
Neapolitan Troops, in Confequence of the 
Treaty of Neutrality Negotiated and con.
